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___ AMERICA’S ISOLATION. 


We are not surprised that a. realisation of America’s 
anomalous position cis o rie European affairs bas at length 
_led the Senate leaders to intimate to the President that the 
- present indirect method of dealing with Allies should be 
. ended, and that President Harding is said to be con- 
sidering the appointment of an American member to the 
Reparations Commission. It appears to us that American 
oliticians have got themselves’ into ap almost hopeless) 
Involved situation so far as America’s association wit 
foreign powers is concerned. And for the sake of clarity 
and reason it is about time some definite movewas made 
to show exactly where the United States stands. For 
any big nation to sit on the fence is not only undignified— 
itis 8o utterly non-committal as to invite harsh criticism 
from all quarters. : 

We have consistently held that America can no longer 
follow a policy of isolation in regard to the greater affairs 
of the outside world. Even before the war, circumstances 

‘ were forcing her to abandon traditional policies. Since 
the armistice, American interests and American co-opera- 
tion with the Allies have made it plain that, for good or ill, 
the United States must join hands with other countries in 
some of the great probleins which cofcern all in common: 
The very fact that the Pacific Treaty has been ratified really 
amounts to an admission of that point, the reservations 
notwithstanding. Those reservations, after all, will be 

enerally interpreted as nothing more than an sttempt at 
face-saving. What, it seems to us, is needed is that the 
‘American Goyernment should give the party-quibblers the 
cold slouldey and, declare, guce and for all, ils conviction 
that the times call for active American participation in 
‘world affairs. Ex-President Wilson, as we all know, 
suffered heavily because he believed in American co-oper- 
ation with Europe, but to-day the principles he advocated 
are being vindicated. 

The other day, one of the New York papers declared 
that the more ‘one. stresses tha unregenerate state of 

__Enurope, the more one condemns American isolation. And 
we feel we cannot do better here thar to quole what this 
journalgadded to that observation :-—"If America had 

one inté-the League our influence would have hemexerted 
uring these three unhappy years in bebalf ofsne revision 

“and reconstroction. If our representatives had participat- 
ed openly and actively on the Reparations Conmission our 

influence would-witbout question have manifested itself in 
the restatement, of Germany's financial obligations... To- 
day we are observers—impatient and futile observers.” 

Those are biting words, but they reflect the actul situation.
